The story of the life of Walter 
Pawling, as stated in his petition 
reads like a book and includes inter­ 
esting history of the life of Mrs. 
Pawling, who was for years janitress 
at the La Crosse public library, which 
has never before been made public. 
According to Walter Pawling he 
was born in St. Croix Falls, Polk 
county, Wi*., March 16, 1886, and 
was the son of John and Alice Mc­ 
Intosh.

Pawling claims his mother deserted 
him and later married John Pawl­ 
ing. 
The second marriage of his moth­ 
er was childless, he claims, and that 
an agreement was entered into be­ 
tween herself and her first husband 
for his adoption.

Hartwell as have also copies of the 
order of the court of Polk county 
authorizing the adoption of W alter 
Pawling, whose real name was Wal­ 
ter McIntosh, by Mr. and Mrs. John 
Pawling, 
Walter Pawling claims the under­ 
standing between his father, John 
McIntosh, and his mother, was that 
he was to be treated as the son of

death. 
Pawling, after reaching his ma­ 
jority, was married and established 
a home of his own.
